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Applicants respectfully submit that the Patent Office has not shown that a search andj^Qj^ Q£|\jJ£p 1600/2900 
examination of the entire application would cause a serious burden. Rather, a serious burden 
would arise if the application were restricted. 

For example, no serious burden is created for the Patent Office by running a simultaneous 
computerized search for multiple sequences of the invention. The sequences of the invention are 
linked by enzymatic functionality, and are classified in the same class and subclass. The single 
search may be run in conjunction with databases such as those available at 
http://www.ncbi.nlm.nih . 

For at least the foregoing reasons, Applicants submit that the Sequence Election 
Requirement is improper and therefore must be withdrawn. However, in order to facilitate 
prosecution, Applicants have provisionally elected, with traverse, the sequence of SEQ ID NO. 1 
for prosecution on the merits. 

Conclusion 

In view of the above, the presently pending claims are believed to be in immediate 
condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to pass this 
application to issue.
